Revolting Customs of Some of the African 


Cannibal Tribes. 


Tho cannibalism of the black secret 


society known as tho Human Leopards 
in tho oonntry near Sierra Leone brings 
forcibly before us the difference between 
the e;i=t African and west African hab- 
its of eatiug human flesh. The Sherbo 
cannibals waylaid aud killed their -vio- 
tiia<> and afterward feasted 
on their 


flesh. The cniinfbalisni of the east coast 
is of a very different kind. The flesh, of 
tho old people—the grandfather and 
grancluiotljor of a family—is dried and 
mixed with condiments, and a portion 
of this is offerod, with a dim sort of 
sacramental mcauiug, to travelers who 
become guests of the family. 
To refuse 


it would be a deadly insult. 
To accept 


it is a passport to the privileged position 
of a friend of the house. 
Many of pnr 


travelers 4a-easfe Afrioo bnvtyooteit 
sacrarnentally of tho ancestors of some 
dark skinned potoulatc. 


The cannibalism of tho west coast is 


of a rnoro horrible kind, connected with 
fetichism, the woist developments of 
which axe peculiar to that connlry. But 
there is a hideously genuine appetite for 
fresh human flesh still existing among 
tho uegroes of west Africa. This caiiui- 
balifein manifests itself in a icfineiiieiit 
of gluttony which has its mild analogy 
iu the tistes of Jiuropeans. Young boys 
aro bought from tho dark interior, kept 
in pens, fntteucrt upon bananas and fin- 
ally killed and baked.

teau feasts come not only (ho savage 
chiefs of the interior, but also, it is 
whiipeierl, black merchants from the 
co.ist. 
Men v, bo appear at their places 


of business in English territory m broad- 
cloth and tall hats, who npo tho man- 
ners of their whi,to masters, nro said to 
disappear aunually into (he iuteiior, 
where, wo tue told, the} might bo t^cn 
in naked .savagery taking part in the 
banquets on plump boyc, in which they 
dohght. 


Be thjsr.s it may, .somehow tho mtive 


of (ho west ccatt and its Hinterland is 
unliko tho East or South African native 
in tho deep lying savageiy and tho ex- 
traordinary facility for returning to it 
which aro his leading and very unpleas- 
ant characteristics.

tution ?" He pointed out that our 
foreign indebtedness had gieatly in- 
creased during the past twenty-fire 
years, notwithstanding tho fact that 
daring thattime there was a balance of 
trade m our favor in merchandise of 
$1,763,500,000 besides silver exports of 
$38*5,31 l,62o, find gold exports of if371,- 
190,721. Tho cause is that this vast 
balance of trade in our favor in mer- 
chandise, gold and culver has goao to 
foreign lands, mostly to Europe, to 
meet the expenses of faeight charges 111 
our carrying trade, to pay the interest 
on our foreign indebtedness and the 
expenses of Americin travel in Europe. 
In this manner the debt has been 
created find is constantly accumulat- 
ing and wo are unable to meet the in- 
terest, much less the principal, for the 
simple reason of the preat depression 
in the value of oui merchandise and 
silver exports siujo sliver was demone- 
tized. 


Senator Mitchell contends that \ve 


mast legislate to increase the value of 
our expoi t commodities so as to enable 
us to ineot, reduce and if possible wipe 
out the debt which to-day makes the 
people of the United States virtually 
slaves to the money lenders of Great 
Britain. We must reduce our expen- 
ses and instead of issuing new bonds 
stop incurring obligations abroad and 
increase the valua of our commodities, 
including silve", and thus meet our in- 
debtedness. 


Senator Mitchell, like Senator lel- 


ler.differs with the groat majority of 
Republicans, and to be consistent must 
leave that pirty. Statistics show that 
we exported more bushels of wheat, 
more barrels of pork, more kit cattle 
and sbDc-p, and more silver bullion 1,1 
the last tlocal year than ever before, 
but by reason of the low prices of these 
expoits the balance of trade in our 
favor has besn less than in many j>rc- 
c-j iias' ye*ra aul gold had to bj o\- 
porced to pay balances abroad. The 
goll combination cm afford to tuke 
bonds at a low rate of interest ba an0o 
it can purchase more of our exports for 
a given amount of money than ever 
before. The remedy is to coin our sil- 
ver at home and restore its value to 
$1 29 per ounce instead of selling it for 
export at 63 cents an ounce. When 
that is done the prices pf wheat, cot- 
ton, pork, beef, corn and other articles, 
of which we produce a surplus and ex- 
port large quantities, will advance and 
there will be no occasion to send gold 
to Europe to pay balances as the bal- 
ance of trade will be more than suffic- 
ient for that purpose.

THE NATIONAL, IJOAI5D OF TKAJJIJ. 


The National Board of Trade, which 


has been in session in Washington, was 
dominated by the gold combination. 
Nearly all Eastern merchants are un- 
der obligations to the money power, 
and as the convention consisted of 
Eastern merchants, its action was con- 
trolled by them. They resolved, of 
course, against the rernonetization of 
silver. They sent greetings to tho As- 
sociated Chambers of Commerce of 
Great Britain, and expressed the eari- 
oot wish that a collision between the 
English-speaking 
nations 
may 
be 


averted, to which, of course, there can 
be no objection. They deprecated all 
movements looking toward government 
ownership of railroads, but favored a 
wise, firm and continuous superrision 
over the operation and management of 
railway lines. They resolved that the 
bonded indebtedness of the Pacific 
railroads to the Government should bo 
extended on the be&t terms practicable, 
and recommended the passage of the 
Smith bill now pending in the House 
of Representatives. 
They further re- 


solved that Congress should pass an 
Act making any person who has been a 
director, officer or employe of any cor- 
poration engaged in Interstate com- 
merce ineligible for appointment as 
assignee or receiver of such corpora- 
tion. 


These resolutions, doubtless, express 


the sentiment of Isew York, Boston and 
Philadelphia merchants on questions 
in which tho people of tho west are 
now taking a lively inteiest. They do 
not want the Government co own rail- 
roads; they want (ho time for tho pay- 
ment of tho subsidized railroads' in- 
debtedness extended, and they do not 
want any legislation favorable to sil- 
ver, though that would increase busi- 
ness, because the gold speculators, to 
whom they are under obligations, do 
not desire it, but, strange to say, they 
were silent about that "wave of pros- 
perity" that we are told is sweeping 
over the East, probably because the 
wave -is submerging more 
business 


houses than the panic of 1890.

The warm wave will cross the west of 


Rockies country about 
the 
lltb, 


the Great Central valleys the 13th, and 
Eastern States the 15th. 
A cool wave 


will cross the west of Rockies country 
about tbe I4th, the Great Central val- 
leys the 16tb, and tho Eastern States 
the 18th. 


Tha center of this storm will take a 


more southern route than usual and 
the storm will .be of very considerable 
force in tbe Eastern States about tbo 
16th, while the cool wave will about the 
same time be of unusual force in the 
Great Central Valleys, particularly in 
the Upper Mississippi and Missouri 
Valleys. Extensive snows will fall in 
northern portions of tbe United States.

1895 has caused unusual interest in the 
subjects coinected with rainfall. There 
is one universal remedy for aridity, ona 
geneial cure for drouths, and that is 
planting of trees. 


If the people of Canada, Mexico and 


the United States could be aroused to 
this impoitance of planting trees- and 
preserving timber the future drouths 
and 
floods 
would 
be much less 


destructive. 
Brush lands should bo 


left, as far as possible, to grow up in 
small timber. 


In places many difficulties 
from 


various causes are 
encountered in 


growing fruit trees and forest trees and 
for those difficulties there are two 
universal remedies. Undertow irriga- 
tion and the iron fertilizer will do the 
work. 


Where trees are already planted dig 


your ditch winding among the trees so 
as to keep it as nearly as possible on 
level ground, making the bottom of the 
ditch on a water level, fill in with six to 
twelve inches of gravel, broken stone, 
brickbats or corncobs, tamp well and 
you have one of the remedies. 


A good way to tamp the soil over the 


ditch is to drive horses, single file 
lengthwise over the ditph. Cut as few 
roots as possible in digging the ditcl 
which should be made deep enough to 
bo out of the reach of tbe plow. Roots 
of trees will go from ten to forty feet 
to get to the moisture in these ditches 


Put old iron around your trees, or 


iron in any form that will make rus 
and it will double tbeir vigor and 
growth. 


Put tin cans around them and leave 


them there to iust, 


Of course the iron fertilizer dug from 


the earth is the very best where the 
mixture has the proper ingredients. 
There uro a number of iron mines in 
various parts of tho country, but not 
all of them furnish tho best fertilizers. 


I am trying to make arrangements to 


obtain small quantities of the best iron 
fertilizer at actual cost in order that 
experiments may be made in various 
part.s of tbe country. The value of 
this fertilizer will be a revelation to 
millions of people.
